JAPANESE JOURNAL SAYS LOAN 
MONEY IS AIDING YUAN SHIH-KAI 


(Special to the Monitor) : 


TOKIO, Japan—An interesting con- 
firmation of the view consistently put 
forward by The Christian Science Monitor 
for many months past, that the proceeds 
of the five-power loan would be largely 
used by Yuan Shih-Kai and hie party 
for political purposes is afforded by a 
recent article in the Japan Times. 

After declaring that there could be no | 
doubt that the five powers had lent the 
Chinese government this huge sum of 
money in order to enable the provisional! 
President to coerce the Kuomintang, the 
Japan Times points out that in view 
of what is happening it is of little 
moment that the authorities deny this 
statement and say that the uses to which 
the money is to be put are clearly speci- 
fied, and that this coupled with strict 
provisions will prevent any abuse of the | 
proceeds. : ; 

Baron Kato, the Japan journal con- 
tinues, who recently returned from 


China, has been expressing similar views, 
but they are highly superficial. The 
nominal amount of money receivable is 
about 210,000,000 yen, but of this sum 
107,800,410 yen is deducted by the eredi- 
tors as payment for outstanding debts 
and so forth while the Chinese govern- 
ment will be unable to use for other pur- 
poses the 20,000,000 yen put down for 
the readjustment of the salt tax system. 


But the remainder, 85,000,000 yen, is put 


down as “expenses for disbanding pro- 
vineial’ troops” and “administrative ex- 
penses.” The greater part of this sum 
could be employed for political purposes, 
Even if the amount put down as “admin- 
istrative expenses,” 55,000,000 yen, were 
conscientiously employed, the revenue 
from railways, postal service, and salt 
tax, which would not be required for 
administrative purposes while the loan 
money lasts, could be used as the govern- 
ment’s campaign funds.

Article two, relating to the make-up of |

third Country, and the fifth to be chosen | 
by commos agreement between the two)! 
governments. | 

The point of the treaty lies in article| 
3, which prescribes that any dispute 
which the two nations shall fail by) 
diplomatic means to adjust shall be sub- 
mitted to the commission for investiga- | 
tion and report. And the article goes 
on to provide that “the report of the in- 
ternational commission shall com- | 
pleted within. one vear after the date on 
which it shall declare its investigation to 
have begun, unless the high contracting | 
parties shall extend the time by mutual | 
agreement.” And a clause is added by | 
which the parties reserve the right to act | 
independently after the commission has 
reported. 

In article 4 are found the following 
clauses: “Pending investigation and re-

Pour the mixture 
into three well buttered, deep thin plates 
and bake in a moderately hot oven for 
about 20 minutes.

Now is a good time for canning beets: 
about as large as an egg. Boil about an 
hour, then put them into cold water, rub 
off the skin, put into jars, fill with cold 
' water, with a teaspoonful of salt on top, 
let them boil for an hour in the boiler 
and you will have beets in winter just as 
nice as when taken out of the garden, it 
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CHOCOLATE FINGERS 

Mix one cup of sugar, one quarter cup 
melted butter, one egg unbeaten, two 
squares unsweetened chocolate (melted 
over hot water), three-quarter teaspoon 
vanilla, one half cup flour and one half 
cup English walnut meats, cut in small 
pieces. Line a -buttered seven inch 
square pan with paraffin paper. Spread 
‘mixture evenly in pan and bake in a 
slow oven. Turn from pan, remove paper 
and cut at once in strips, using a sharp 
knife.—Chicago Inter-Ocean.

stead and supplant national bank notes 
with treasury notes.

It 
does not rise to an impressive showing of good judgment through 
its enlistment of partizan bystanders, ready for any hue and cry 
against an administration that has thus far given them scant employ- 
ment. This is the reasonable theory of the riot of denunciation but 
much less than an excuse. 

Examination of the criticism of the sending of the envoy reveals 
that it is based partly on the unusualness of the proceeding and for 
the rest on the personality of the selection. The precedent of Com- 
missioner Blount of the Cleveland days is cited to discredit it as a 
diplomatic proceeding without much thought of the causes of the 
result of that episode. The objection that it breaks diplomatic 
sage has a technical force that is quite capable of exaggeration at 
the hands of the new volunteers in the cause of strict procedure. 
There is lacking any showing in reason why a President not content 
with information given him by a recalled ambassador, prevented from 
naming another by his unwillingness to recognize the present regime 
as a stable government, eager to bring about conciliation, should 
not send an envoy to gain accurate and impartial knowledge or to 
‘ender counsel to the troubled head of an insecure government. 

Representations that the special envoy will be treated with out- 
right discourtesy at the Mexican capital, that he will not be permitted 
‘o meet the de facto President, that he will be required to show 
credentials opening with recognition of the ruler, all these will be 
accepted with some caution. The interest of the men with fragile 
hold upon the government not to offend the United States may well 
be expected to lead to a much less peremptory repulse of the repre- 
sentative of the Washington administration. 

The expenditure of the force of criticism on the selection of 
Mr. Lind indicates the weakness of its occasion. Admitting that 
the former Governor of Minnesota and experienced legislator, with 
a long period of service in Washington, 1s not the seasoned diplomat 
who might enter upon the scene with expert equipment, it remains 
that he has fitness quite as apparent as that of many another who 
has gone out on international errands and discharged them well. 
The preparation of William I. Buchanan tor the service he per- 
formed in South and Central America with great credit to himselt 
and advantage to the United States and to the sister republics was 
that of a storekeeper and manager of a western corn show. Several 
administrations fend him invaluable and changing party control did 
not break his employment on tasks that required first of all that 
prime quality of common sense. Governor Lind may have common 


sense: the evidence is all to the point that he has. 

When it develops what the express errand is, when speculation 
gives way to some knowledge, when it is known and not presupposed 
what treatment will be accorded the envoy, then there will be occa- 
sion for a judgment that 1s quite as likely to reverse the impas- 
sioned verdict on the event as to justify it.

It indicates the strength | 
of the measure in favor in Congress and the prospect that it will 
at least pass the lower house. The Senate, more responsive to gen- 
eral opinion than formerly, is by so much less likely to stand out 
against the administration, whose whole influence is behind the bill. 
Partizan obstruction by the minority may easily prevent its passage 
at the special session, but the regular one, following soon, will find 
the measure presséd upon it. As an achievement in carrying through 
an administration measure in the face of a highly active interested 
opposition the enactment of a law long sought and long delayed 
will be among the most notable of President Wilson's term. 

In consenting to the amendment which will require the President 
in naming the federal reserve board to select no more than two 
members from any one political party, the committee will concede 
a little ground to the opposition. It is of doubtful prudence 1n that 
it lends countenance to the objection that the reserve board would 
be made a political instrument unless the banks named the members. 
The peril of governmental appointment of the governing board 1s 
fanciful, exactly as the peril of the appointment by the President 
of other responsible official boards is imaginative.. [he measure 
is based on the theory of government control of the currency and 
banks, not on one of organizing the banks into a system of their 
own. Theoretically sound, the appointment by the President of 
the reserve board is practically open to no more objections than hts 
appointment of the supreme court members or interstate commerce 
commission. The other concession of consequence, giving the 
national banks the privilege of doing a savings bank business, 1s 
good politics if it lessens the bank opposition, while it 1s good busi- 
ness in making these banks more useful and better ready to meet 


trust company competition. 

There has been ample patience over the slow progress of cur- 
rency reform. Long discussions and investigations have been pas- 
sively watched. Now the result once takes the form of a clearly 
written bill and the administration marks it with its high approval, 
impeding its course becomes a doubtful policy for either party or 
any leader in Congress.

They could not have 
been taught this, however, had not the schools.now imparting to 
them advanced knowledge in agriculture been assisted by the inven- 
tive genius of the age.

Bazouks. England rang with the story of 
those outrages from one end to the other, and 
Mr. Gladstone’s impassioned speeches fanned 
the flame into such fury that it was all Disraeli could do to stem 
the storm. It was then that the famous pamphlet, “Bulgarian 
Horrors,” was first printed, and it was then that for the first time 
the “bag and baggage” policy was developed, and that Europe was 
told that the only way in which the good of the Christian provinces 
could be served was by driving the Turk across the Bosphorus. 

The early weeks of July of this year have witnessed another 
series of Bulgarian atrocities in no way less horrible than those 
described by Mr. Gladstone. They took place in a Christian province 
of Turkey, not very far south of Philippopolis itself, in a district 
where perhaps the bulk of the inhabitants were Christians, not fifty 
miles probably from the “Gateway of Christianity” itself. hese 
atrocities were committed by Christians upon Christians. The per- 
petrators were the Bulgarian army, the victims the Greek Christians, 
with an occasional Muhammadan. To attempt any description of 
them is an impossibility. An officer of the British navy, who hap- 
pened to be in the harbor of Kavala at the time, has described what 
happened in a single town, and has supported his careful and delib- 
erate testimony by the damning evidence of his camera. In the 
whole course of the hideous history of racial and religious persecu- 
tion in the Balkans, there is nothing more terrible than the story of 
the revenge taken on their fellow Christians by the Bulgarian army 
for being beaten in fair fight by the Greeks. 

Untortunately, the tale of these horrors is not confined to the 
Aegean seaboard near Salonika. The stories told of the atrocities 
committed by Christians on Christians here is only the culmination 
of the hideous barbarities committed by the same Christians on the 
unfortunate Turks. For months past, an incessant series of out- 
rages has been going on in the Balkan states, which completely 
ihrows into shade the worst outrages ever committed by the Turks. 
The Christian apologists declare that these outrages are the result 
of the training of centuries of oppression. That may be so, but 
the excuse reminds one perilously of the famous sentence in which 
Mr. Disraeli dismissed the Bulgarian horrors of thirty-seven years 
ago, in the House of Commons, when he declared that it was not 
the habit of the oriental races to employ torture as “they generally 
terminated their connection with culprits in a more expeditious man- 
ner. In the eyes of Christianity, atrocities remain atrocities, no 
matter by whom or on whom they are committed. It is about time 
that the Christians of Europe realized the hypocrisy of condemning 
the horrors perpetrated by the Turks in Armenia or in Bulgaria and 
palliating those committed by the Christians on Jews in Russia, on 
Muhammadans in Thrace, and on Christians in Macedonia.

similar import. The first mentioned explains, Suitcase 
and very clearly, why it 1s that women cannot 
comfortably travel with as little baggage as 
men. It is, in short, because woman's attire is more complex than 
men’s. The second undertakes to show why woman is a more 
expensive dresser than man, and attributes the fact to the same 
cause. Says the Monitor article: “Women have felt that because 
their dress is so different, and because custom demands of them 
a greater variety of dress for different occasions than it does of 
men, it is necessary for them to carry several gowns.” Says the 
other article referred to: ‘In the matter of dress, the independence 
of men is much to be envied and might with advantage be copied 
by women. Mankind practically wears a uniform. Huis 
cveryday wear varies so little that a man of position could wear a 
suit in the style of 1910 without arousing comment.” 

But women cannot do this. Man would not have her do it. 
The conventions demand certain things, and the conventions cannot 
he altogether ignored. \Woman must, to be agreeable to herself 
and to those nearest her, dress to her station. It is neither 
necessary that she shall overdress, nor overburden herself with 
dresses, however, in order to do this. The Monitor article hints 
at a practical solution of the problem, so tar as it relates to women 
who are traveling or touring. It is simple. ‘Since the ‘ready-to- 
wear’ industry has reached such proportions,” says the article, “that 
4 woman can buy almost any article of wearing apparel, from her 
hosiery to her hats, at most of the dry goods stores, not only of this 
country, but in any of the civilized countries of the world, it has 
greatly reduced the amount of luggage.” 

It has done this, thus far, more for man than for woman. 
The dverage man in traveling counts upon restocking his suit case 
at intervals. He has found that there 1s greater economy and com- 
fort in living in a suitcase, than in living in a trunk. Women may 
not be able to get on with as compact a wardrobe, but they can 
reduce its bulk greatly, without suffering deprivation, by looking to 
che supply establishments along the way. Time was when it was 
necessary to “stock up” fora journey. [ime was when it was neces- 
sary to prepare provisions for a journey.
